COAL AND WATER POWER. 


A good many reports have in the last few 
ears been concerned with the economic pro- 
uction of power and the conservation of 
ratural resources. These have been partly the 
result of the war, which directed an unusual 
attention to questions of this kind, and partly 
due to anxiety cau by prodigal waste in 
certain of the newer countries in the pre-war 
era. 

The working out of several of the natural 
gas and oil fields in the' United States drew 
attention to the quantities of these useful com- 
modities which had been allowed to run to 
waste, and an echo of the scare raised was soon 
heard on this side of the Atlantic, and the 
— exhaustion of our coal supplies fore- 

e estimates made, of course, were 
based on rate of consumption and visible sup- 
lies, but had no relation to the point which 
as been so forcibly impressed upon the coun- 
res this year—namely, whether we can con- 
tinue to mine the supplies in an economical 
manner. 
DEVELOPMENT SCHEMES. 


Of the countries which have lately paid 
more than the usual heed to these questions, 
Canada is in a somewhat unusual position. At 
he two. extremities of her borders—New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia in the East, and 
British Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
the  Wost—the Dominion is blest with pro- 
ductive:coal mines. The central regions, how- 
ever, including Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba, 

no coal mines, and have to depend for 

their fuel on imported supplies. These are in 

“gh drawn from the producing provincee, and 

part from sources across the United States 
frontier. 

The area in which these acute fuel conditions 
occur. is, fortunately for the development of 
the Dominion, uncommonly well supplied with 
water resources, and the manner in which 
these are being develored so as to be com- 
plementary to the fuel supply is brought out in 
an interesting manner in a report just issued 
by the Dominion Water Power Branch of the 
Department of the Interior of Canada. 

his report was prepared for a Special Com- 
mittee of the Canadian House of Commons on 
the futrue fuel supply of that country. No 
less than 83 per cent. of the total water power 
developed in the Dominion, has been broughi 
into use in the aciite fuel area. 


AHEAD OF U.S, 

As yet Canada has only developed a fraction 
of her total water power resources, but the -pro- 
duction already amounta per head of popula- 
tion to practically four times the power so pro- 
d in the Site Statea. In the three areas 
named above, depeudent wholly upon imported 
coal, over 1 800, oo water h.p. are already in 
use, though the coal consamed in this district 
amounts to about 21,000,000 tons per annum. 

In Ontario 100 per cent. of the total coal 
consumed comes from the United Btates, while 
in Quebec 95 per cent. and in the Manitoba 
area 72.5 per cent. comes from that country, t)- 
balance being due to the Canadian provinces. 
United States imports into other provinces than 
these three are insignificant. 

As a result of an investigation of various au 
thorities, in the report from which we are quot- 
ing (says Engineering), the figure of 10 tons of 
coal has been taken as required for a ner horse- 
power year on & ner cent. load 
factor, under Canadian Bmw 'y per horse- 
power actually developed, and 9 tons as an 
average per horse-power installed, this includ- 

spare plant, etc. 

ne water power available in Quebec, On- 
tario and Manitoba and '“ Head of Lakes.” 
area, amounts to over 15,000,000 continuous 24- 
hour horse-power. Working this out on a 50 
per cent. load factor the coal equivalent at 10

The coal imports actually amount to less than 
one-tenth of this amount, while the equivalent 
of the water power developed is about 
18,500,000 tons. It is reckoned that if the use

DISCHARGE OF RIVERS. 


Professor H. H. Jeffeott read a a 

“The determination of the discharge o 
from the rainfall-and evaporation in their 
catchments,”” last night at a meeting of the 
Insti.ution of Civil Engineers of Ireland in 35 
Dawson street, Dublin. 

The mean discharge of a river, and ths 
fluctuations of its discharge, depende od, he said, 
on the .mean rainfall and mean evaporation, 
and on the fluctuatiens of rainfall and evaporsa- 
tion. The rum off also depended on whether 
the rainfall occurred in short, heavy downpours 
or in continuous drizales ead throughout the 
year; on. the nature of the vegetal cover — 
soil surface as affecting evaporation loss, and 
on the capillarity and permeability of the soil 
and its “ acity Íor bobling water. 

With those factors to be considered, it 
would rh realised that estimates of the flow 
made from rainfall and evaporation data were 
necessarily inexact. He then gave a method 
of estimating the discharge from a knowledge 
of the rainfall and evaporation throughout a 
certain period. This method, he said, he hoped 
would serve as a first step towartis a more com. 
i solution, and would enable catchments to 
ie. classified ve to their percolation fac- 
tors.

TO TRACE MOUNTAIN

An important scientific expedition into 
the heart of China is to be undertaken by 
Professor John W. Gregory, Professor of 
Geology at Glasgow University. 

Professor Gregory,. who has~ previously 
done valuable exploratian work, will set 
out in March, accompanied by his son, Mr. 
©. J. Gregory, to examine the mountain 
ranges in Yunnan and Western Szechuan, 
in order to determine their. relations to 
the Himalayas and to the mountain system 
of South-Eastern Asia.. Specimens of 
plants and animals will also be collected. 

The area to be explored is little known, 
and danger is anticipated from brigands. 

Professor. Gregory and his son will be 
the only Europeans in the party. They, 
will go unarmed, except for sporting rifles, 
and intend to trust to the Chinese escort 
for protection. The expedition is: being | 
undertaken on Professor Gregory’s own 
initiative. He states that the geological 
collections will come to Glasgow Univer-

MILITARY RETURN FIRE. 


Belfast spent a couple of exciting hours last 

night. A bomb was thrown at a tramcar, 
civilians fired at the miltary, the soldiers re- 
turned the fire, several men were wounded, a

A sensational bombing outrage occurred 
shortly after eleven o'clock. As a tramcar was 
running along Newtownards road a bomb was 
thrown, and exploded, at the corner of Foundry 
street.

At about the same time shots were fired at 
soldiers who were on duty in .the vicinity. 
Several men were seen to run away, and the 
military fired, wounding five of them. Two of 
them were injured seriously. 

One version of the affair is that the bomb 
was thrown at the tramcar. from Foundry street. 
Another is that it was flung from the tramear. 

It was impossible to say last night which 
version was correct. 

The men who were wounded by the fire .of 
the military were taken to hospital, and four 
of the five were detained. 

John Gribbon, of 28 Arnon street, was 
brought dead to hospital. “A few minutes after 
midnight a soldier visited Brown square Police 
Barrack and reported that a man was lying in 
Kildare street.

Near East will form part of the programme of 
the meeting of the Supreme Counci!, or whether 
they will be deferred, as has been anticipated 
in London, to a conference of the Allied Foreign 
Ministers to be held in Paris on or about 
January 14th, 

What is of great and very real importance is 
that these decisive conversations are about to 
teke place, for they must be decisive for good 
oO: evil—we certainly trust for. good. Events in 
India and Egypt have, no doubt, impressed cn 
our own Government the necessity of definitely 
withdrawing the support they have for long 
appeared to give to eacersive Greek preten- 
sicns. . 

On the other hand, it would not be surprising 
if the unfortunate results of the Angora agree- 
ment in hardening the Kemalist resistance had 
intensified doubt in France as to the wisdom of 
that policy. The first and obvious condition of 
peace is the withdrawal of the Greek Army 
from Asia Minor. If all the Allies declare 
their determination to insist on this measure, 
the process of peace-making will move iorward 
with some prospect’ of success, and other 
difficult questions will lose their sting. 

It is not impossible that in the discussions 
at Cannes consideration will be given to the 
connection between the Turkish and the 
Russian problems, though, in our opinion, it is 
undesirable that the existence of this connec- 
tion should ‘be made an occasion for bargaining 
between the Alles.
